Brazil Yesterday Demanded of Germany An

That the Germans are forcing their way through Belgium is
indicated by the Brussels report that German cavalry is approaching
the Belgian capital; that measures for the defense of Brussels are
being hastened and that the seat of government has beer removed to
Antwerp. -

The British press burzau announces that any action which Japan
may take agaiust Germany will not extend beyond the China seas,
except for the protection of Japanese shipping.

The British war”council has decided to exclude correspondents
trom the forces in the field, and it is announced that the French war
department intends to take the same action and that probably war
correspondents in Belgium will be ordered out of that state.

The German empgror, crown prince and two other imperial
princes, are now at the great fortress of Mainz. The emperor’s depar-
ture from Berlin for the front has evoked enthusiasin in the German
capital. YT
